Indeed, Dr. Chopourian is universally 
loved and respected as a man, as a 
minister of the Gospel and as an inspir- 


‘ing Christian personality. The many com- 


mendatory remarks on his insightful 
writings, inspiring preaching, unselfish 
devotion and rare human qualities clearly 
show that he is widely recognized as one 
of the most influential Armenian church 
leaders of our time. 

Our issue offers a welcome opportunity 

to this writer, an intimate friend and a col- 
league of Dr. Chopourian, to testify that 
this modest person, never sought the, 
plaudits that have meritoriously come to 
him. In his life, as in his ministry, he only 
strived to be a faithful servant of his Lord 
and his people. He often lost himself, and 
sometimes even forgot his gracious wife, 
Mrs. Yeprouhi Chopourian, and _ his 
children in that noble striving. But as is 
always true of those who totally commit 
themselves to the Lord, he found affec- 
tion and respect from the people whom 
he served in Christ's name. 

Dr. Chopourian, ever true to the vision 
and shining example of his predecessors, 
served, without counting the cost, for the 
fulfillment of God’s will for the AMAA. 


And the fact that he believed the AMAA 
is called to fulfill the Great Commission 
is seen in the fruits of his labors as clearly 
as it is underscored in the following 
quotation from his report to the 66th An- 
nual Meeting of the Assocation: “The 
Armenian Missionary Association of 
America may appear to be a charitable 
organization, educator, helper of the 
poor, promoter of culture and heritage, 
organizer of social service, literary work, 
promoter of fund raising functions and 
‘lobbyist’ for social action programs— 
separately or all at the same time. 

“None of those things is its specialty. 
Its unique goal is to make disciples for 
Christ. And that is in pursuance of Christ's 
mandate who taught—Go ye therefore 
and make disciples of all nations. . ; 

“All the rest of its work is incidental— 
its emphasis on education, relief, welfare 
programs in church and church schools, 
literary efforts and even its fund raising 
are incidental. The one and only valid, 
fundamental purpose is MEN MADE 
NEW in Christ. 

“That is its specialty. The pursuit of that 
specialty, we pray, may be AMAAs unre- 
linquished thrust forever’ 

It ig this testimony blended into close 
to 19 years of dedicated labors that 
moves us to salute Dr. Chopourian and 
praise God for his vital ministry in our 
midst. 

We shall certainly miss Dr. Chopourian 
as a co-laborer in the mission of the 
AMAA. But we wish God's choicest bless- 
ings on him as his life and ministry con- 
tinues-to- unfold.

tory of the Allies. Mr. Churchill was the 
right man at the right time. So was the 
choice of Dr. Chopourian. In eighteen 
years, he was able to put the AMAA on 
a solid foundation with the assets of the 
organization increasing to over ten times 
what it was in 1969. The AMAA is now 
in an enviable position, enjoys the trust 
and respect of all its constituents. 
Someone once said that “one becomes 
his full self only by becoming an instru- 
ment of a cause greater than himself” By 
becoming the Executive Secretary (later 
on changed to Executive Director) of the 
AMAA, all of his latent and dormant 
talents and abilities were uncovered. The 
“cause” of the AMAA of service, love, 
charity and the preaching of the Gospel 
is a challenge greater than ourselves. 
Dr. Chopourian was first and foremost 
a minister of the Gospel and in all his rela- 
tionships with people, he never forgot this 
fact. He had a vision that the AMAA has 
a mission to accomplish a Christian mis- 
sion, that the Gospel of the Kingdom 
should be preached in all the world (Matt. 
24:14) “where there is no vision, the peo- 
ple perish’, says the writer of the Proverbs. 
Where there is no vision, an organization 
like the AMAA becomes stagnant with 
dissolution its ultimate fate. 
People sometimes ask me how old is 
‘Chop’ and add that he never shows his 
age. He works so hard that he is too busy 
to get old. His zeal and energy is con- 
tagious, specially when you travel with 
him. His dash, vivacity, ‘elan, and en- 
thusiasm is probably due to the fact that 
he has beena good sportsman all his life. 
He has developed a spirit of good sports- 


manship, fair play and competition. As 
someone said, “To spend oneself and he 
spent in the service of a worthy cause, is 
the greatest sport known to men” 
There is a verse in the Quran that 
states, “God is with those who persevere” 
Perseverance is a second nature to Dr. 
Chopourian. Once he decides upon a 
course of action to be taken, based on his 
conviction that it is right, he ‘doggedly’ 
pursues it. He reminds me of Javert in 
Victor Hugos “Les Miserables” who is 
convinced that Le Pere Madeline is in- 
deed Jean Valjean. He never gives up. 
Dr. Chopourian has always been a 
man of deep-rooted principles, setting for 
himself high standards of honesty and in- 


° tegrity. His background as a Minister of 


the Gospel has developed in him a firm 
foundation of Christian ethics and morals. 
My occasional proddings for acting more 
diplomatically, or being more pliable in 
his attitude has failed to change his un- 
wavering stance. He is unique because he 
is one of those individuals who stand four 
square for what he believes in. He has 
refused to let personal interest or desire 
for popular favor emasculate his uncom- 
promising devotion to truth and prin- 
ciples. This attitude has resulted in the an- 
tagonism of some, yet, he has stood firm. 

In the assumption of his position as Ex- 
ecutive Director, he has shown good 
leadership both witing the AMAA and the 
Armenian Evangelical community at 
large. “A leader is anyone who has two 
characteristics;” says the President of 
Hamilton College, “first he is going 
somewhere; second, he is able to per- 
suade other people to go with him? Dr. 
Chopourian knew the direction the 
AMAA should take and after obtaining 
the blessings of the Board of Directors, 
he steered the organization in that 
direction. 

He travelled far and wide to wherever 
there were Armenian Evangelists. From 
south America to Australia, from the Mid- 
dle East to Greece, France and Germany, 
he visited all the churches, schools, clinics 
and social service centers. Whenever he 
returned from areas where he had seen 
ruin, destruction, human misery and 
poverty, he reported these scenes, often 
unable to hold back his tears. He had a 
genuine love and compassion for the 
needy, a love that our Lord spoke of so 
often in the Gospels. 


lever ashamed of his humble back- 
ground. At a very early age, he was oblig- 
ed to build a rustic cart and become a 
salesman to help the family. This hum- 
ble beginning in business and the subjects 
he taught in High School were useful in 
his complete grasp of the financial pro- 
blems of the AMAA. All these latent 
characteristics were helpful in understand- 
ing and dealing with all the aspects of the 
organization. 

Again in Proverbs 31:10, we read, 
“Who can find a virtuous woman? for her 
price is far above riches.” Some people 
do, and Dr. Chopourian is one them. 
Mrs. Chopourian, Yeprouhi, has shared 
with her husband all the worries, trials, 
tribulations and successes. She has pa- 
tiently, in her particular quiet way en- 
dured the loneliness during her husband's 
absence visiting the mission field. While 
travelling with him, all the inconviences 
suffered have been borne with love and 
sincere Christian attitude. She has 
become indirectly part of the AMAA. 

With these attributes as background 
and with sheer hard work, work with no 
time limitations, how can a person not be 
successful? During Dr. Chopourian’s eigh- 
teen years, the AMAA—using a political 
cliche—has moved forward tremendous- 
ly. The AMAA today is, or should be, the 
pride of every Armenian Evangelical in 
the United States and abroad. 

“No person is ever honored for what 
he receives; honor is the reward for what 
one gives” 

Dr. Chopourian has given eighteen 
years of his life, completely, body and 
soul to the AMAA. His effort has been 
great, therefore, I] think greatness is his 
reward.

The Rev. Dr. Giragos Chopourian put his heart into the 
work as the Executive Director of the AMAA.

SOCIAL ACTION COMMITTEE’S 
MINISTRY TO THE UNDERPRIVILEGED 


Because of security reasons, interna- 
tional humanitarian agencies reduced the 
number of their personnel and service 
Programs in wartorn Lebanon in the past 
few years. However, thanks to local com- 
munity agencies, relief efforts to meet the 
urgent and growing needs of the suffer- 
ing people in Lebanon continues feebly 
but persistently. 

Among the noteworthy agencies cur- 
rently involved in relief work in the Arme- 
nian community in Beirut is the Social 
Action Committee (SAC) which operates 
a Social Service Center at the heart of the 
Armenian town of Bourj Hamoud. The 
SAC is the social service agency of the 
Armenian Evangelical Churches in Beirut 
and uses effective and creative programs 
to relate to the social, physical and 
spiritual needs of the Armenians in the 
area. The SAC is appointed by and ac- 
countable to the Union of the Armenian 
Evangelical Churches in the Near East, 
a long-standing mission partner of the 
AMAA. The AMAA continues to finance 
the vital ministry of the SAC, which is 
rendered to all Armenians without any 
discrimination as to their political or 
denominational background. 

The following report recently received 
from the Chairman of the SAC, the Rev. 
Robert Sarkissian, presents a brief over- 
view of this important ministry to the 
Armenian Community of Lebanon.

The economic crisis in Lebanon is ag- 
gravating day by day and overshadow- 
ing all other problems created by the on- 
going civil war. 

The increasing inflation has im- 
poverished the middle class. Thousands 
of people are pushed to a position where 
they need help from social agencies for 
their survival. 

Our Social Action Committees office 
in the Trad neighborhood of Bourj 
Hamoud is always crowded just like the 
offices of other social agencies. Our ac- 
tivities are carried on regularly under the 
supervision of our social worker, Mrs. 
Lucie Khatchadourian, and by the help

of the volunteer ladies of the Committee. 

Family Allowamce—Our Family 
Allowance program is continued faithful- 
ly. About 50 impoverished elderly are 
provided with regular monthly allowan- 
ces. Because of the ever soaring inflation, 
the amount of the stipend has to be rais- 
ed several times during the course of the 
year. 

Medical Cases — Our social worker 
continues to provide medical guidance 
and financial help to individuals that have 
difficulty in coping with the increasing 
cost of medical care. This help is rendered 
in cooperation with other service agen- 
cies, especially the Jinishian Memorial 
Program. The Committee is in need of 
more funds to respond to the crying 
needs of the increasing medical hardship 
cases, Medicine is not always available, 
and whenever it is found, it is prohibitively 
expensive, 

Emergency Relief—Two years ago, 
we were encouraged by the AMAA to 


start a “Food Coupon Program” Food 
coupons of LL 500 and eventually LL 
1000 were distributed to about 120 
families. The value of the food coupons 
was raised to LL 1500 which may not 
seem high, but given the fact that the 
minimum salary in 1986 was LL 2200, 
the help given through this program 
means a considerable relief aid to the reci- 
pients. The food coupons are exchang- 
ed for food from the Cooperative of Bourj 
Hamoud. The coupons do not allow the 
recipients to buy alcoholic beverages, 
cigarettes or luxury items. This is the most 
appreciated service of the Committee, 
through which impoverished families are 
assisted in their struggle to meet the basic 
necessities of life. 

“A Cup of Millk’— Encouraged by the 
Karagheusian Foundation which provides 
us with powdered milk, our Social Serv- 
ice Center staff prepare and serve every 
day acup of milk for each kindergarten 
child at the Trad School. This is an ex-

After attending theese 
regularly for three years, the participating 
students receive a certificate. 


Study Room -— Every day, after 


school hours, more than 20 children who 
do not have adequate room for their 
studies at home are offered study room 
facilities at the Social Service Center. The 
participating students prepare their 
lessons under the supervision of ier as 
well as receive special assistance from 
volunteer teachers. er

50 children are offered safe and construc- 
tive activities on the Trad school campus.

Our Churches —We have four chur- 
ches in Beirut and one in Ainjar, a pure- 
ly Armenian town in the Bekaa Valley. 
The average worship service attendance 
is around one hundred. There has been 
a. smrp decline in the membership of the 
churches due to migration. Despite the 
13 year-old civil strife in Beirut, our 
Pastors are faithfully and heroically car- 
rying on their ministry. They are labor- 
ing in extremely difficult circumstances. 
God has been faithful in providing them 
with spiritual power, perseverance and 
commitment. But they need prayers and 
moral as well as financial support. 

We crossed the dangerous “green line” 
twice to attend the worship services of the 
First Armenian Evangelical Church in 
West Beirut. Some of our friends were 
surprised and pleased to see us. For us, 
it was a real joy to show them our love 
and assure them that they are not 
forgotten. 

The Youth—The Christian Endeavor 
Youth of our churches are the most pro- 
mising elements in our community. They 
are active and creative. As a result of the 
work of the Christian Endeavor Societies, 
there appears to be among the youth new 
signs of commitment to the mission of our 
churches. One of the Christian Endeavor 
young men, Nerses Balabanian, grad- 
uated from the Near East School of 
Theology and came to Houston, Texas 
for post-graduate studies. He will return 
to Lebanon with his wife, Sevan, and will 
serve as the Youth Director of the Arme- 
nian Evangelical Christian Endeavor 
Societies of Lebanon. Both, Nerses and 
Sevan are devoted Christians and

talented leaders. Their service will certain- 
ly be a blessing to the Youth. 

The economy of the country is in a 
very sad condition. Our school teachers 
and particularly Christian workers urgent- 
ly need financial help. The help of the 
AMAA is greatly appreciated, but more 
relief aid is needed to help alleviate the 
hardships of our people. 

We also visited Aleppo and Kessab in 
Syria. In Syria we have a young and 
energetic Youth Director in the person of 
Megerdich Melkonian. He is married to 
Houri Aposhian and they have two lovely 
daughters. His ministry is made possible 
by a special grant from the AMAA. I had 
the Opportunity to speak with a group of 
around 150 young people in Aleppo. I 
was inspired to base my message on Joel 
2:28—“Your old men shall dream dreams 


and your young men shall see visions”” 

We praise God for granting us the op- 
portunity to see our ministers and lay 
leaders in Beirut and Aleppo. The con- 
cern which I shared with all of them is the 
state of our Armenian Evangelical church 
life around the world. Over the years, we 
have become highly organized and com- 
paratively wealthy. But we are confined 
in our churches. We are called evangeli- 
cals, yet we do very little in evangelism 
and witnessing. We have become disci- 
ples, but not disciple-makers. 

The need for witnessing and desciple- 
making should be our priority in the years 
to come so that when we celebrate the 
150th anniversary of the Armenian 
Evangelical Church, we can claim that we 
are, indeed, the worthy heirs of the “faith 
of our fathers”

DICRAN ARAM BERBERIAN 


Dicran Aram Berberian 


Dicran Aram Berberian, 46, of Easton, MD 
a former Loudonville resident and abstract. 
expressionist painter, died of 
13, 1987 4n Albany, NY. 5 aa 

Botn in Beirut, Lebanon, he had lived in 
Loudonville, NY for many years. He was a 
graduate of the Milne School in Albany, the 
California School of Fine Arts (now the San 
Francisco ‘Art Institute), Columbia University 
and the Union Theological Seminary in New! 
York. 

Before. becoming a professional artist, he 
had been Assistant Director of the Armenian 
General Benevolent Union of America Assis- 
tant Director of the Armenian Assembly and 
national program manager for refugee reset- 
tlement programs for ACTION during the 
Carter Administration. 

As an artist, he created large canvases 
depicting places from Armenian history. He 
worked in a former Episcopal church in 
Easton, which he had renovated for his studio 
and residence. The building now is on the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places. 

He wasa founding member of the Loudon- 
ville Community Church and was a member 
of the Central Committee of the Armenian 
General Benevolent Union. 

Survivors include his father, Dr. Dicran 
Abraham Berberian, and mother, Armine 
Berberian, both of Loudonville. Dr. Berberian 


is a professor emeritus of microbiology at the 
Albany Medical College and a former research 
scientist and physician at the Sterling Winthrop 
Research Institute in Rensselaer. 

Other survivors include his sister, Dr. 
Thomas (Cynthia B.) Hale of Katmandu, 


Nepal; and brother, Raffi R. Berberian of 
Boston, Mass. 


ONNIG KABOOLIAN 

Onnig Kaboolian died on June 5, 1987. He 
was born in Egin, Armenia. In 1915, he was 
only eight years old when he was exiled. For! 
the next ten years, Onnig stayed with the chief 
of Morhamam, becoming his shepherd and 
sharing in the customs and beliefs of the peo- 
ple that raised him. During that time, his family 
tried repeatedly to rescue him but failed 
because Onnig was under the mistaken im- 
Pression that his family had not survived. The 
third attempt at rescue finally succeeded. 

In 1925, Onnig arrived in Syria. He spent! 
the following three years in Syria and 
Marseilles/France with his aunt Peruz. Eagerly 
trying to make up for his lack of formal educa- 
tion, he learned French and became quite 
fluent in that language. 

In 1928, Onnig entered the United States 
of America and was finally reunited with his 
mother, Rebecca; brothers Karekin and 
Haigaz; his sisters, Varsenig, Elizabeth and 
Virginia; with his uncle Hagop and cousins 
Kegham, Haig, Boghos and their families in 
addition to several cousins on his mother’s 
side. He, who had thought himself without 
any family at all, was now surrounded by 
relatives. 

Onnig was a veteran of the Second World 
War. He worked in the ED.R. Veteran's 
Hospital for 20 years, side by side, with his 
late wife, Annaliese Kullmann. 

Onnig Kaboolian had a brilliant mind. As 
Soon as he learned to speak, write and read 
in English, he never stopped reading. He 
studied the Christian religion thoroughly and 
until his death read the Armenian bible every 
Py He studied aristotle, Socrates, Plato, just
